DLATHS 


The  numoer  of  deaths  in  Felixstov/e  increased  in  1955  to 
a total  o.f.,  21S  as  compared  with  184  in  the  previous  year* 

This  hoy/ever<,  still  produced  a death  rate  which  Was  comparable 
with  that  for  Lngland  and  \7ales.  It  may  be  of  interest  that 
the  female  deaths  greatly  out  numbered  the  males  ( 127  females 
and  92  males).  This  female  preponderance  has  b^..en  a constant 
feature  over  the  past  few  years  and  indicates  a preponderance 
of  .'emales  in  the  population.  This  is  boumae  out  by  the  cn.niGUs 
figures  of  1951  which  gives  a proportion  of  727  males  per  ICOO 
females  in  the  population  of  Felixstowe.  On  this  basis  the 
Death  Rates  of  males  and  females  are  almost  exactly  the 


uhnong  the  causes  of  death  there  is  little  chaUi^e  from  the 
previous  year  except  for  a rise  in  diseasu  ofi‘the  heart  and  cir- 
culation.

This  sample  is  reasonably  clear  and  bright  in  appearance 
since  it  shoves  only  faint  opalescence  and  carx^ies  only  a trace 
of  nicatter  in  suspension.  The  \mter  is  on  the  alkaline  side  of 
leutrality^  hard  in  character  but  not  unduly  so ? contains  no  ex- 
cess of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and  it  is 
. ree  from  metals  apart  from  a minute  trace  ot  iron  and  a hegligible 
srace  of  manganese.  It  is  free  from  odour  and  of  very  satisfactory 
organic  quality.  Prom  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these 
results  are  indicative  of  pure  and  vnolesome  water  suitable  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes.

UP  lie  Main^s  Supply  - Five  samples  'were  taken  from  various  pi^rts 
of  the  district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Oheck  Samples  are  taken  ¥yith  an  Official  of  the  'u'ater  Company 
at  points  selected  by  tne  Sanitary  Inspector.  -.-^11  samples  \^ere 
reported  on  as  oeing  of  a high  standard  of  purity. 


F e 1 ix  s t Qw  e Dock  G omp  any  * s Privates  up  ply  - This  supply  is  from 
a land  spring  and  is  piped  about  tw^o  miles  to  the  Dock  where  it 
Is  sold  to  ships  calling  there  up  to  an  amount  averaging  aoout 
fifty  tons  per  week.  The  water  is  abundant  and  the  supply  chlori- 
mated.  Four  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  found 
ifo  be  satisfactory.  Colour  tests  were  made  from  time  to  time  to 
[check  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in  the  water. 


^Private  Supplies  - Samples  were  taken  from  the  follov;ing  premises 
Supplied  by  private  wells  or  boreSo- 


Shallow  -well  - one  sample  taken  from  the  only  house  in  w/alton 
not  connected  to  the  public  mains  was  founa  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
This  house  has  now  been  given  a main  supply  and  the  shallow  well 
discarded. 


Dairy  using  its  own  bore  supply  for  all  dairy  purposes:-  one 
sample  very  satisfactory. 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  a 'vvell  supplying  two  cottages 
recently  reconditioned.  The  well  gave  an  unsatisfactory  supply 
and  has  since  been  cleaned  out  and  lined  with  concrete  pipes 
and  protected  from  surface  pollution.  The  s amplest  hcv/ever, 
continued  to  be  below  standard  and  the  well  has  been  chlorinated. 


There  are  no\;  only  two  houses  witnin  tne  circuit  of  tne  water 
mains  not  connected  thereto.

The  power  given  in  the  1954  Act  to  raise  rents 
to  tvjice  the  gross  value  when  the  house  is  put  in  ’’good 
repair”  has  been  completely  without  effect  here.  Rents 
of  houses  most  urgently  needing  rep--. irs  are  in  almost  all 
cases  already  twice  the  gross  value?  or  so  near  it  as  to 
leave  no  incentive  to  the  owner  to  recondition  old  prop- 
erty.

Part  1 OF  THE  act 


At  factories  v\/ithout  power  the  Council  are  responsible 
for  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  cleanliness,  over 
crowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and 
Sanitary  conveniences  and  at  factories  with  power  for  the 
pTO vis  ion  and  maintenance  of  sanitary  conveniences  only. 
This  distinction,  once  so  important  is  fast  disappearing, 
there  are  fev\/  factories  to-day  without  povi/er  in  some  form 
or  other  except  small  self-occupied  workshops  and  work- 

like  builders  yards  etc.  ^s  H.M.  Inspector  inspects 
all  factories  and  is  required  to  notify  deficiences  of 
sanitary  accommodation  to  ine  local  inspector  there  is, 
under  present  arrangements,  a good  deal  of  o vtji'iapp ing.

The  seven  holiday  camping  sites  accommodate  from  7 -1 63 
.caravans^^  ^.11  our  caravan  sites  have  town's  water  available  and 
.five  of  them  have  water  closet  sanitation.  The  remainder  have 
chemical  closets  emptied  by  the  Council  three  times  per  week  at 
tne  height  of  the  season.  These  camps  were  all  well  conducted 
during  the  year  and  were  not  the  subject  of  complaint  at  any  time. 

Pat and Mice  Destruction. 

Our  present  arrangements  for  rat  destruction  are  that  we 
fgive  free  treatment  to  private  houses  and  charge  for  business 
premises.  VVe  receive  from  the  Ministry  5(3?  of  the  expenditure 
fncurred  in  this  service  including  time  spent  on  surveys  and 
fnppections.  It  is  now  obligatory  for  tne  occupier  of  any 
premises  to  notify  the  Local  ^xuthority  when  it  comes  to  his 
knowledge  that  rats  and  mice  are  living  org  or  resorting  to, 
his  land  in  substantial  numbers. 

The  result  of  a survey  of  all  farm  lands,  1 4 in  number, 
tin  the  district  is  as  follows: --

In  October  1955  55  manholes  in  an  area  previously  found  to 
oe  infested  vyith  rats  were  treated.  Of  these  6 complete  and  3 
oartial  takes  were  recorded.  These  takes  were  treated  with 
poison  bait.

! During  March  four  series  of  weekly  specimens  of  sea 

I water  were  collected  and  delivered  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory^  Ipsv\/ich.
